Bett nowhere teaches a process of electrophone deposition, and is therefore inapposite 
to the present claims. In addition, the reference nowhere teaches the use of a carbon fiber 
construction, as recited in all of the rejected claims. Furthermore. Bett nowhere teaches the use 
of ZrOa, as recited in claim 6, and nowhere teaches * hydrophilic carbon fiber construction 

capable ofwicking200mg or 250mg of water per 40mg, as recited in claims lOand 11 
respectively. 

Olston likewise fails to teach the use of a carbon fiber construction, as recited in alt of the 
rejected claims. Also like Bett. Illston nowhere teaches the use of Zr0 2 , as recited in claim 6, 
and nowhere teaches a hydrophilic carbon fiber construction capable of wicking 200mg or 
250mg of water per 40mg, as recited in claims 10 and 1 1 respectively. 

For all of the foregoing reasons, the rejections of claims 1-1 1 under 35 USC § 103(a) 
have been overcome and should be withdrawn. 

In view of the above, it is submitted that the application is in condition for allowance. 
Reconsideration of the application is requested.
